fountain of freedom. 
You ask him .to 
look up to a living God and worshh« 
and * promise that none shall molest. 
That’s good. 
You ask him to unlock 
the store house of knowledge through 
the school, 
and promise 
that none 
shall rob him of this privilege. 
You 
ask him to go like a free man and vote 
and guarantee him this right, and he 
says that’s very good. 
But you ask this voting, educated 
man to get down to J ust the plane of 
a living wage in industry. 
Mark this 
simple word. It is not going to w’ork. 
The sooner we adjust ourselves 
to 
industrial demands, as we have adjust­ 
ed ourselves to religious, to educa 
tional and to i>Glitical demands, the 
bettet it will be for us.

A Caiifornia hcmseholdei’ is b eing 
sued for the pric<' of ti hi'ater that was 
giiaraiiteed to heat sutticii*nt water f )r 
a b ath, and ihe (b feudaiit has proved 
iliat it supplied only 35 gallons of hot 
water, which lie alleged to b e insiiffi- 
eient for a b ath. 
The plaintiff insisted that 35 gallons 
is ample, deelaring tlmt “a man could 
get wet first on on<‘ side and then on 
the other,” and that “it is not neces­ 
sary that he should take a plunge In 
a .s'.vimming i)Ool.”

The court has the matter under ad- 
vi‘;('nu‘iil . 
’ JIh’ ileeisioii w’ill. id course. l)o of 
great imiKtrtance, no matter on w^hich 
side it is rendered.

H(*re was first applied the dis­ 
covery I hat then w ere insects that 
feed ui>on ami dc.-itroy the various 
white, b lack and {)uri>k‘ scale insects 
that kill the orange, olive and other 
fruit producing trees. 
This discovery 
has resulted in importing and b reed­ 
ing the various lady b ugs which have 
made our citrus crop safe. 
We have 
learned the use of another kind 
o f 
useful in.sect. 
The lady b ugs swarm 
iU)Oii hal‘;‘-covered trc<\s and keep up a 
porpetuai picnic, increasing as they 
go. until the ortthard is cleaned entire­ 
ly. 
Then Mr. Craw found that 
we 
have a minute insect, a native of the 
gold*'!! west, which. pro}>erly encour­ 
aged. moves into the b lack scale, in- 
hab it.s it as a jilaco of residence and 
proceeds to eat up its hab itation, and 
then moves with its increased family 
into other/i. This little friend of oure 
does not increase fast enough to en­ 
tirely overtake the b lack scale, which 
outb reeds it. b ut it does destroy from 
oii(‘ to three-quarters of 
the b lack 
scale every year, and the b lack lady­ 
b ird from Australia does the rest. 
We got tlie San Jose scale from 
China. 
It arrived b efore vve had our 
immigration laws against such aliens, 
and W’as tinfortiiiiately named the San 
Jose scale, to the injury of the good 
name of that splendid fruit region in 
the Santa Clara valley. 
It is now 
nearly exterminated here, thanks to 
another internal parasite and a lady­ 
b ird b earing the royal name of rhizo- 
b ius toowoomb ae. The San Jose scale 
was carried east and as the use of 
b eneficial insects is not as well un­ 
derstood there as here it has in so me 
sections b ecome the terror of horticul­ 
ture.—San PTancisco Call.

Their 
hair, nliich is astonishingly thi(^v, is 
clippcii 
in front and falfs in 
masses dovvn tJic t» ack and sides of the 
shonhh'rs. 
Tlit» heard and nnist|!CheR 
are a]low**<l to gr<Av to their full 
lengtii. somi-tinies reaching eighteen 
inche.s. 
Tin* women are of ab tmt the 
.« iame statiir** and huiJd, and most of 
them are viey iigly-lookhig. 
This 
arises from tiie fact that they tattoo 
a w'ide b and of dirty hliie around their 
lips, tapering upward un each side 
to a point, and they also tattoo geo­ 
metrical fignres 
ym their hands and 
forearms.

Purification Effected by Us ing a Fs w 
Drops of Chloride of Silv er. 
The constantly increasing demand 
fur pure water and for some method 
b y means.of which this can b e ob tain­ 
ed render.s the recent comm unicat ion 
made b y Prof. Paterno to the Reale 
Academia dei fa'ncei especially inter­ 
esting. 
Prof. Paterno has sugg<*sted 
a process for the purification of drink­ 
ing water which constitutes a great 
step forw’ard in the study of this im­ 
portant prob lem. From numerous and 
extensive experiments made b y this 
author it appears that b y adding to 
impure water, even that 
containing 
pathogenic 
microb e.s, an 
extermely 
small quantity of chloride of silver 
tl'*ri* is accomplished the complete 
disinfection of (he wat*u*. 
For this 
purpose two niilligraras or at most 
two am! one-half milligrams of the 
rhIori*!e are sufficient to ab solutely 
stc*rilize a liter of w’ater and to eliral- 
nate every danger of infection. 
The 
so simple that one cannot 
expect any improvement upon it in 
the future; it may b e used b y any one 
and in every condition of life, the ster­ 
ilization b eing complete after a few 
minutes—ten at the most—and no 
apparatu.''^ b eing necessary b eyond a 
small vial with a solution of chloride 
of silver. 
The water kt ep.s its fiavur and all 
of its ]>ropcTties without modification, 
only undergoing a slight w’hitening, 
which disappears after a few' hours 
of repose. 
Water purified b y means 
of b oiling, ozone and all other pro- 
esses known up to the present, when 
exjKJsed to the air soon* b ecomes im­ 
pure. whereas the jirocess of 
Prof. 
Paterno keeps the water pure for 
many montlis.—Trib una. Rome.
